jaable from military and 
commercial points of view, but the 
experiences of the northern provinces 
during the last great famine showed 
them to be almost @ necessity to the 
proper relief of the people when suffer 
ing from tho calamity of a failure of 
the crops on which they had relied 
for their food. Recent letters from 
the North state that the country was 
greatly in want of raiv, aud some 
apprehensions of injury to the crops 
were expressed. Our readers remember 
how, when the famiue was at ite worst, 
the wharves at Tientsin were covered 
with ship-loads of rice which could not 
be forwarded to the starving districts, 
Had there been a railway then from 
some poiut on the Yangtszo to the 
capital, grain would have been seut 
over it to places somewhat coutiguous 
to the famished districts, great hardships 
would have beon prevented and many 
thousands of lives saved. We do not 
write this now from expectation that a 
famine, or even a scarcity is absolutely 
impending over the north, but to. point 
out a great benefit which the adoption 
of a system of railways would confer 
on the nation. That the ability of the 
Government, or of Chinese traders, to 
forward supplies of food to those 
provinces or districts in which a scar- 
city might at any time occur would 
greatly benefit those parts where plenty 
reigned is perfectly evident, and we 
have no doubt the Government is quite 
aware of it. And now that the Empire 
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enjoys iuterual peace, and is on amicable 
terms with foreign powers, we trust 
that it will adopt measures for the 
construction of railways at no very 
distant time. China bas occapied 
much attention lately, and ber ralers 
are expected to place her abreast of the 
rest of the world. During the Inst 
famine in India, the sufferings of the 
people and the loss of life would have 
béen very wuch greater but for the 
governnicut and other railways. u 
also largely increased the trade 
of ‘the ‘country, notably by bringing 
down the grain of the Northwest 
provinces to the ports for shipment to 
Enfope, Aud from the budget state- 
ment which the Financial Secretary 
delivered last month, we learn that the 
Government are about to give greater 
facilities to private companies and 
others to constract new lines of rail- 
ways, for which purpose concessio 
favourable terms will be granted. 
has also been doing everything 
power to encourage new manufacturing, 
agricultural and other indastries, and 
it'will bo a necessity to the success of 
many of these that there should be 
means of sending their productions 
rapidly forward to market, Every. 
thing is being done to develope fully 
the resources of the country, and uative 
pritices and mercbants are lending very 
efficient co-operation. The resalts will 
greatly beuefit tho peoplo of India of 
all olasses. It would be the same iv 
China; rich and poor would alike 
receive vast advantages from a railway 
system; the Government would be 
streugthened, and the condition of the 
country rapidly improved. All this 
would. be ensily effected if the 
Government would but make a 
commencement of the good work. If 
only one railway were working in 
China, we feel somewhat sanguine 
thatthe wealthy and mercantile 
classes would s0 soon perceive 
bonofit. it bestowed on the districts 
throngh which it rap, that they would 
become as eager as Western people 
are to extend the system, and would 
themselves provide the money to con- 
struct lines throughout the laud. ‘That 
would be preferable to the railways 
being built by the Government, It 
would eneconrage enterprise in the 
rich, and devule to useful purposes 
an immense amount of onpital that is 
now hoarded and idle. Nothing would 
do somuch good tothecountry as provid- 
ing safe aud remauerative investments 
for the accumulations of the wealthy, 
and those classes which are not ongaged 
in trade. It is known that these hoards 
are very large and mostly unproductive. 
They aro uot unlike the mineral wealth, 
which is allowed to lie iu the earth 
instead of being made useful to man. 
They scarcely benefit those who hoard 
them: they are buried inthegroundor are 
hid in secret places, and it should be the 
aim of Chinese statesmen to encourage 
auyt which would make them 
serviceable to the couutry. We believe 
thore are many of them who are desir. 
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ous of doing this, bat they have 
hitherto been hindered by the anti- 
quated prejudices of rulers and people. 
No nation ean now afford to lag 
bebind tho rest of the world in com- 
merce, the arts and sciences, or the 
means of defence. The energies of every 

ple are being strained to enablo 
them to bold their own, and all 
are anxious to improve and increase 
their foreign trade. ‘Thers may 
be, and probably are, many articles 
produced in China which railways 
would bring to the open ports, and 
foreigners would gladly bay, but which 


are at present unknown to our 
markets, ‘The formation and main. 
tenance of the Chinn Merchants’ Com. 





pany is some evidence of the willing- 
ness of a part of the governing class 
to avail of Western science, and the 
erection of Arsenals, the constraction 
of ironclads and gunboats, show that 
the defences of the country are 
being attended to. But a much 
larger fleot than China is likely to 
build within this goneration, is not 
nearly go essential to tho safety of the 
Empire as the means of quickly 
assembling large numbers of troops at 
any point where they may be required, 

Phere is another way ia which rail- 
ways would be of immense service to 
the State and the people. At ‘the 
present time there are many districts, 
indeed we might say whole provin 
which are scarcely inhabited, but which 
might, in a fow years, bo made populous 
and thriving, if the means of easy and 
quick communication were offered to 
emigrants. It is scarcely to be expected 
that railways will be constructed to 
Yiionan, Shénsi, or Kansu, but if the 
people in the over-populated parts of 
the Empire were conveyed by them 
only a part of the journey, great mavy 
of the difficulties at present in the way 
of those who would be willing to go to 
these provinces, would be removed. 
Surely the prospects of Chinese immi- 
grants to these and other provinces are 
more inviting than the treatment which 
their follows have been receiving in the 
United States, Peru and Cuba,

By the M.B. Co.'s steamer 
Maru, Chief Justice and Mrs, French left 
on Wednesday for Kobe, Mr. E. G. Vouille- 
mont, President of the French Municipal 
Council, left for Yokohama, and Mr. J. E, 
Reding, late Consul for Russia at this port, 
for London. 

According to the Manila Comercio, the 
Emperor of Brazil is about to visit China 
with the object of studying porsonally the 
subject of emigration from thia country, 
and how far it may bo relied upon to 
supply the place of slave labour. 

‘We hear that the foreign Ministers at 
Peking aro favourably disposed to tho 
scheme for an International Exhibition at 
Shanghai in 1882, and that they have 
promised their assistance should it be 
required. Not only have Messrs. Hall and 
Holtz, the promoters of the enterprise in 
Shanghai, enlisted the good opinion of the 
foreign Ministers, but wo also hear that 
Mr. Robert Hart, Inspoctor-General of 
Customs, has expressed himself in terms 
which conveyed the impression that tho 
scheme had his good wishes and cordial 
support. With thovo assurances, many of 
the doubts as to the proposed International 
Exhibition at Shanghai next year becom 
ing an un fait accompli aro removed. 

‘A brass plato bearing the following 
inscription has been placed on the Maryary 
Memorial :—“To tho Memory of Augustus 
Raymond Margary, of Her Majesty's Con- 
sular Service in China, Already awarded 
the Albert and Royal Humane Society’s 
Medals for his conspicuous gallautry in 
saving the crews of threo vessels wrecked 
during a typhoon at Tamsui in Formosa. 
He was chosen in 1874 by Her Majesty's 
‘Minister to cross China alone, to meet and 
guide an expedition having for its object 
the opening of a trade route between that 
country and Burmab. After'safely accom 
plishing this journey ho was murdered 
on his return near Manwyne, in Yiinnan, 
on the 2lst February, 1875, aged 28. This 
monument is erected by foreign residents 
in China, as a token of their esteem for 
the friend whom they have lost, and of the 
services which he rendered.”

iph | meeting of the Chinese Religious Tract 


Society was held on Sunday afternoon at 
the Rev. Dr. Allen’s Chapel. This pretty 
little building was well filled with one of 
the most intelligent audiences of native 
Christian that ever assembled in Shanghai. 
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Dr, Allon presided and conducted the devo- 
tional exercises, which were followed by 
an appropriate opening address, which in 
turn was succeeded by speeches from the 
Rev. Y. K. Yen, of St. John’s College, and 
tho Rev. Messrs. Bau and Wong, pastors 
in the Presbyterian and Baptist Churches. 
From the roport of the Secretary, the Rev. 
J. M. W. Farnham, D.D., it appeared that 
thirty-two agents have been appointed in 
different parts of the Empire, and nearly all 
haye accepted the trust, taxen charge of the 
publications of tho Sosicty, and pledged 
themselves to do all they can to promote its 
interests. Five auxiliary societies have 
boen organised, including one for the 
province of Shansi. 171,130 copies of books 
‘and tracts have been sont forth, making 
an aggregate of 1,988,400 pages. - The 
receipts, including donations, amount to 
$615.87, and the expenditure, including 
bills still due for printing and grants in 
aid of the work, amount to $1,046.16, 

On Friday afternoon, the 29th ult., about 
two o'clock the police made a raid on a 
gambling establishmout off the Miller Road, 
THongkew. Tho only prisoners captured, 
however, wero a foreigner, the Chine 
door-keoper and another Chinaman who 
was trying to escape with a bag of cash, A 
constable was left in chargo of tho promises. 
About four o'clock, un’ ulurin of tire came 
from one of the houses adjoining, and on 
his making his way to the dwelling, he found 
that some kerosene oil had been thrown 
over a heap of straw on the floor, to which 
‘a light had been applied. Fortunately, 
there happened to bo a barrel of water 
near, and the fire was soon extinguished. 
A bottle which had contained kerosene 
was left on the heap of straw; it was not 
there when the: police passed through 
the house a short time before. The 
fire was first seen by a woman living on 
tho other side of the street, whose screams 
speedily brought a largo number of people 
to the spot, aud they made their way into 
the house and prevented the occurrence of 
what might have been a serious conflagra- 
tion. 

A telegram from Aden, says the Z. & C. 
Express of the 25th March, states that the 
steamer Seewo, for Singapore, arrived there 
on the 19th inst., with her cargo (coal) on 
firo in the main hold. Another telegram, 
dated 21st March, stated that the fire had 
beon extinguished, but part of the cargo 
would have to be discharyed. 

H.M.’s gunboat Lapwing, Commander 
W. 8, Scott, arrived at Hongkong on the 
26th ult, According to our Hongkong con- 
tomporaries the full extent of the damage 
she sustained by the collision with the 
Hochung cannot be ascertained until the 
vessel has undergone a complete and 
searching examination in dock. 

The Russian ironclad Minin, Captain 
‘Nazimoff, has left Hongkong for Singapore. 
Wo have previously announced that the 
Asia, Raxboynik aud Zabiaca had gone to 
Singapore, en route to Europe, so now the 
strength of the Russian Fleet in Chinese 
waters is gradually being reduced to what 
it was before the Russo-Chinese difiiculty. 

Iu 1872 the commercial navy of Russia 
was put down at 185 steamers and 2,329 
sailing vessels, In 1877 it had increased 
to 248 steamers and 3,296 sailing ships, 
but, as the tonnage was not specified, it is 





























impossible to form any opinion of the value 
of such a fleet as a carrying power. But 
the last return gives the tonnage. On 
Ist January, the commercial fleet consisted 
of 296 steamers, of about 160,000 tons, 
and 4,121 sailing ships, of about 550,000 
tons; 1,196 were occupied in deep-sea 
voyaging and 3,221 in the coasting trade ; 
8,695 of the vessels were built in Russia, 
and 722 abroad, 

The Deustche Dampfschiffs Rhederei, 
trading between the Elbe and Chinese 
ports, has just published its annual report 
for 1880. According to this document, a 
net profit of m.863,976 has been earned, 
out of which a dividend at the rate of 
11 per cent. will be distributed. In con- 
sequence of bettor rates of freight during 
the past year and of more profitable 
business the board has felt its ability to 
establish a more regular traffic, and to 
order the building of a new fast steamer to 
bo named tho Massalia, which will be 
delivered in October next. The Atalanta 
has been fitted with now boilers, and a 
similar renewal is to be carried out on 
board the Bellona, Cassandra, and Olympia. 
For depreciation and reserve the sum of 
m,241,000 has been set aside, and the 
assurance reserve amounts to m.218,675. 

‘Tho establishment in Shanghai of o 
branch of the Yokohama Specie Bank is 
said to be in contemplation. 

The Foreign Relations Committee of the 
United States Senate has presented its 
report in favour of the ratification of the 
treaties with China, 

In tho year 1870 tho national debt of 
Tapan was yen 4,880,000, while in the year 
1880 the debt was yen 249,360,000, show- 
ing an increase of over 240 millions of yen 
within ten years. 















which is to be introduced into the Legit 
tures of New South Wales and Victoria, 
provides that no ship shall carry more than 
one Chinaman for every hundred tons

‘Tho Russian journal Novosti announces 
that in consequence of the successive 
failures of engines constructed in Russia, 
all engines and machinery for men-of-war, 
for the future, will be constructed abroad, 
mostly at English establishments. This 
decision has been arrived at with the 
approval of Admiral Popoff, who is 
satisfied at the manner in which his pot 
ideas have been worked out at the native 
enginecring establishments. 

‘The Russian Government, says the 
Japan Gazette, seem disposed to weleome 
the immigration of Chinese to the Russian 
Pacific littoral. The soil is said to be 
fertile, the climate not excessively rigorous, 
labour is wanted, and the population is thin, 
The drawback at present is the multitude 
of tigers, whose ravages are awful ; and the 
first duty of settlers will be to extirpate 
these ferocious beasts. A splendid field 
offers for sportsmen. The tiger is the 
noblest game the world ailurds. 

Telegrams from Constantinople report 
that the Japanese Imperial Commission, 
which had been there for some time 
investigating the conditions of the market 
with a view to introduce Japanese manu- 
factures, left on the 22nd March for 
‘Vienna, The Commissioners think that a

‘concession. Poison is the antidote to” 
poison, Japan’s aggrossive designs upon 
Corea will be best frustrated by the 
latter's alliauco with Western natious, and 
that Japan is infected with sibling” 
propensities cau scarcely be doubted, * 
China herself is preparing to oppose ther, 
but Corea will hardly be able to do so 
unassisted. Her best plan is to establial 
‘cummercial relations with foreign countries, 
and employ them for the purpose, Western 
internat law forbids unjustifiable 
aggression, since such a proceeding would 
be prejudicial to the interests of commerce, 
Iusignificant States like Belgium aud 
Denmark are thus enabled to preserve 
their territories intact. ‘Che question, too, 
is not one of Japan alone. Russia aleo in 
only separated from Corea by a narrow 
strip of sea, and her juxtaposition is not 
without menace, “Corea, by entering into 
treaty relations with England, Franco and 
America, will be enabled to resist Russian 
aggression as well as Japaueso, Lt would 
not be necessary tu open auy new port; the 
places already allotted toJupan for purposes 
of trade would auftice. Japan ought not to 
derive any greater benofit than Corea from 
‘a mutual trade, and having formed a treaty 
with one country, it will certainly be to 
the advantage of the Jatter to accord similar 
privileges to others also. This, in my 
opinion, is the best method of warding of 
aggressio

“SHANGHAI RAGE PONTES. 


‘Tuene aro (hose atill amongst us whose 
mem Arey them ‘back to the days, 
and keep fresh’ the racing deeds, of 


Sydney,” Paitwar aud Canrobert on 
the old Race Cuurse. Tt is even 
possible that there may be ono 
gr.two patriarchs whose recollections 
irelnde the yet remoter time when the 
fii meetings wore held on a course 
situated negr the Soochow Creek, 
whou the clumsy, sour-tompered, 
fiddle-headed ponies of that perind 
ray in heats, But at the time when 
the lorgeq we have named were tho 
pride of their omuers aud their friends ; 
when at each spring aud autamn 
meeting the old battles were fought 
over again, racing had made consider- 
able progress, and the cards included 
many descriptions of animals and 
ovents that have disappeared from our 
turf, ‘There wore races for Colonials, 
Arabs and Hackueys, as well as for 
native aud imported ponies. Subse- 
qnently, thoroughbreds wero bronght 
from England and Aus and 
played no inconsiderablo part in inorens- 
ing the extravagance of the wild 
times in this Settlement and in the 
south, Large prices were given in 
Epgland for horses intended to com- 
pote for the Hongkong Challenge Cap ; 
perhaps the ugliest piece of plate which 
was ever run for on @ race-course. 
These animals were afterwards sent 
up here and took part in the valu- 
able stakes, and cup racos which at 
that time were ran for over our 
corse. But the frenzy was short 
lived, and for many yoars past 
no animal of nobler race than the 
China pony has appeared at the 
Shanghai moctings. That this change 
has boon beneficial to sport scarcely 
admits of doubt. ‘The exponse con- 
nedted with a racing stable. cousisting 
onies is, of course, much less 
than’ when Euglish horses, first-class 
Colonials, and Arabs formed part or 
the whole of an owner’s “atring,” and 
thgre is, or ought to be, loss tempta- 
tion to bet in order to cover the cost. 
In England it is snid that no owners 
except vory woalthy men, can remain on 
tho turf without betting, aud this may 
bo true, as heavy engagements aro 
made for yearlings and two-year-olds 
before anything of their merits can be 
Known, and in the great majority of 
cages noue of the money which is 
staked in that way is ever got back 
by vyinnings. Bat matters are different 
here,’ where the engagements of a 
puuy do uot extend beyond oue meot- 
ing, and consequently many gentlemen 
are ablo to afford themselves the plea- 
eure of buying, training, aud rauuing 
ponies without being obliged to plunge 
into betting, or make books, to save 
themselves from losses which they 
could ill bour, from having engaged 
their griffins heavily in races extending 
over yeyeral years or meetings. The 
















































generations which succeed us here will 
no doubt witness the straggles of 
imported thoroughbreds, but for us the 
contests between China ponies will be 
sufficient. 

We have not sought to flatter the 
pony that competed here in the olden 
time. He was not a beautiful creature, 
nor amiable, nor fast, aud he is not to 
be seen now-a-days in this Sottlement, 
or in any part of the country near 
this. He was like the Mongolian ponies 
that Colonel Prejevalsky described, 
with thick neck and legs, large head, 
and shaggy coat. Fow, if any, of them 
were reserved solely by their owners 
for the highest walks of equine life; at 
ordinary times they were hacks, much 
given to bolting, and grinding their 
tiders’ legs against walls; and in some 
cases the only liking they showed for 
their proprietors was one which led them 
to endeavour to eat them. There wore, 
of course, exceptions, and some of these 
docile animals which might have been 
warranted free from vice, were at once 
excellent roadsters and racers of fame. 
It added greatly to the interest of 
fhe race meetings when men entered 
and rode theit pony ‘hacks, and moro 
than once the victors were found in 
sedate animals that had carried 
ladies. The improvement in the breed 
of ponies in the North of China was 
due to the introduction of a la 
oumber of cavalry chargers from India, 
which were sold at Tientsin and other 















places after the termination of tho | it 


English and French expediti n in 1860. 
Since that time the ponies have been of 
a higher, indeed of quite a different, 
class, with more symmetry and speed. 
Some of the best, such as Teen- 
Tavang, resembled the Arab galloways 
which old China hands will remember 
to have seen in Hongkong, where there 
was an aunual race for them. When 
the pony wo have mentioned was at 
lis best here, the question of his 
ability to contend successfully with 
English thoroughbreds was sometimes 
discussed among raciug men, a few of 
whom maintained that at the weights 
for the Euglish Derby and with a start, 
he might win in a three-quarters-of-a. 
mile race. It is not probable, however, 
that with any length of start which 
would be fair to the thoroughbred, 
Teenkwang or any Chinese pony 
would have auy chauco of victory. 
‘The length of stride of an English 
thoroughbred makes it almost impos- 
sible for an Atab to compete with him, 
excopt at a differouce in weights which 
no owner of a good animal would 
nocept over a long distance. Admiral 
Rous said that a second class (English) 
racehorse could give five stone to the 
best Arab or barb and beat him; 
which is probably an exaggeration, for 
Arabs, with an allowance of two-and-a 
half stoue, have ran close up to 
thoroughbreds on the China race- 
courses. In the handicaps in England 
the difference between the highest and 
the lowest weights is sometimes three 
and a half stones, and it is likely that 











the stride of the worst horses engaged 
in these would enable them to give 
such @ pony as Teenkwang two, atones 
more over @ race of three.quarters- 
of-acmile. No owner of first or 
second class thoroughbred would be 
likely to match his horse to give 9 
pong like Teenkwang five or six atone, 
Aud if the thoroughbred and the pony. 
ran at even weights, the latter would 
require a’start of ong-half the distance 
to be ran to give him a chauce,. which 
would be insufficient to enable him to 
win the race, But in writing this wo 
have no desire to deter any gentleman 
who may at the meoting which will 
commence to-day, find himself the owner 
of another ‘Teenkwang from trying 
his own and his pony’s fortunes in 
England; and should he elect to make 
the trial of @ China pony against a 
thoroughbred we shall hope that tho 
result will prove moro pleasant than 
that which has attended other exports 
from this. 





POLITICAL NICKNAMES, 


So much has been written about the 
recent agitations in Ireland, and the 
speeches of the leaders have been so 
fally comuonted upon, tarned over and 
considered in every light by friends 
and enemies, that scarcely @ point bas 
been left untouched, or a charactoristic 
of tho mon and their speeches passed 





ablo falling off from their predecessors, 
which should not go unremarked. Tho 
rich, graphio, plentiful stream of Irish 
abuse by which even opponents wero 
amused, and thoso on whom it was 
turned found some consolation in the 
hamour which inspired it; this erstwhile 
fall flowing river, has dwindled and 
shrank into Tittle, foul ditoh. We 
might seck in vain in the addresses of 
Mr. Parnell and his satellites for the 
robust aud hearty hatred of his 
adversaries which inspired O’Connoll 
and euriched the vocabulary of Politi- 
cal nicknames with some of the raci 
Now this is a pity, not only because it 
seems to show that the Irish humour 
is not so healthy as of yore, thot it has 
obanged its character, let us hope only 
for a time, and has substituted for its 
mellowness and abandon an acrid and 
thin habit of scolding, and of covert 
threatening, when that can be indulged 
safely, Throughout the weary wasto of 
Irish speeches, wherewith Englishmen 
have been chastened these two years 
past, we do not remembor to have come 
across more than one epithet applied 
to the Saxon statesmen which had the 
true Hibernian flavour, and this solitary 
specimen had but little of the quality 
which is to be found profusely scattered 
over the speeches of O'Connell. Even 
the soubriquets of “Buckshot” or 
“Sniposhot Forster,” which were applied 
to the Chief Secretary, were very 
poor attempts at the fine old Trish 
style of “blackguarding an inimy.” 








Compared to O’Counoll’s, “shave Big- 
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gar” and “Scorpion Stanley” it is as 
nothitig. Yet it is the only thing tlie 
Teast like a flower of Irish vituperative 
rbetorié which we have been able to 
gather from the speeches of the 
modern patriots, It is donbtfal if the 
nickname will be retnembered twelve 
months heice, or if it will find a place 
in the chronicles of the present time. 
‘To be go successful as to survive for a 
generation or two; a nicknamé must 
have special truthfulness, buinour, 
good of bad, liking or hatred, expressed 
in it, and for want of these many a 
smart epithet is speedily forgotten, 
‘Whereas 4 word or a pliraso which 
hits off the, salient peculiarities of a 
man and exhibits those qualities for 
which he is loved or hated, bas a fair 
chance of living, In the lists of 
Englisti monarchs those who have had 
tho honout of a nickname, have owed 
the distinction to some personal 
peculinrity, such ai red hair or long 
logs, or to the impression which their 
government made on the minds of the 
people, as in tho cases of Mary and 
Elizabeth, or to the favour in which 
ded nation has always 
held no’or-do-weela like Charles the 
Secorld, Thore waa also ono King 
nicknamed Beauclere, but itis probable 
he, owed that stylo or title more to 
the ignorance of the people around him 
than to the omineice of his own attain- 
ments. There were then living in 
England many nobles whoso feolings 
towards loarning wore not unlike thoso 
of the Douglas, a century or more later 
Scotland, who said, 
“Thanks to St Bothan, son of miné, 
Save Gaivain, ne'er could pen a line,” 
Coniing down to recent times we do 
not find that many nicknames have 
been given to public men which have 
Stick to their meniories. The Doctor 
for one premier and the Judicions 
Bottle-Holder for another are about 
all, and this notwithstanding that the 
matinfactits of opprobrious titles was 
carried on with great spirit about the 
beginning of this contury, as readers 
of Byron and Shelley know. ‘Tho style 
in which these two poets and almost 
all the prose writers of their school 
indulged, was not favourable to the 
production of that happy breadth of 
expression which the nickuatie requires 
in order to be successfal, ‘They wore 
always in o passion with tho rest of the 
earth. The Jndicious Bottle-Holder bit 
off very cleverly the position and tac. 
tics of Lord Palmeratoii in foreign affaire 
at the time, and the appositeness of the 
phrase was not lessened by its baving 
boon suggested by himself, aud wo 
should nob be surprised if it lived 
as long in books of semi-history 
as the dancing and gallantry of 
Elizabeth's wise statesmen. Two other 
Price Ministors in recout times have 
borne, sdubriquets ; the late Lord 
Derby was known as the Rupert of 
Debate, and the statesman who died bat 
tho otlior day was at one timo oalled 
thé “myétery man.” D'Tsréeli hiniself 
was the author of several nicknames 





























or satirical Iabels, some of which will 
be remembered for a time, while other 
will be forgotten. Ho called Lord 
Liverpool the arch mediocrity, and a 
political opponent @ weird. sybil, but 
though the words atid the gloomy 
appearance of the sabject of the latter 
were considered to justify the epithel 
and the sarcasm at Lord Liverpool 
all but forgotten. But the description 
of Mr. Horseman as the “Superior 
person” of the House is likely to last 
longer than the memory of its object ; 
it was such an apt and trathfal 
description of Mr. Horsman’s manner. 
To make a nickname perfectly suc- 
cessful it must be founded on some- 
thing which is within the knowledge 
of people generally. Where the point 
of au epithet is derived from what 
is ouly understood by a few, or by 
a limited class or number of persons, 
it will fail to take the popular humour 
and will be soon forgotten. Above all, 
it is necessary that the feelings in 
which a nickname originates should be 
genuine, otherwise it has uo chance of 
survival; mere anger, annoyance, liking, 
or admiration, will be of no use, because 
they lack depth. A good hater, such 
as Dr. Johnson loved, is often success- 
fal in framing contumelious uames for 
opponents, but scarcely so much so as 
the man in whose hatred contempt 
mingles and sometimes nearly touches 
good humour to its object; and 
who is cool while appearing to be 
in a rage. O'Connell belonged to 
this class, and hence his success ; his 
imitators of the present time have 
room in thoir small natures for only 
one fooling. Lord Palmerston was 
angry when he called Mr. Bright, the 
Hon: and Reverend member, and the 
shot missed, and did the marksman 
harm, Feargus O'Counor was beside 
himself when he addressed the same 
gentloman as a “buttouless blackguard,” 
and the abusive alliteration failed 
because of its virulence. Besides, the 
phrase was too recondite and few 
could thoroughly appreciate it, referring | a 
as it did to the mysteries of a Quaker’s 
apparel, the secrets of which are not so 
generally known as to give a nickname 
founded on them a fair chance of 
success, 



































ANCESTRAL WORSHIP IN CHINA AND EGYPT. 


‘Tue comparison of thesacred ceremonies 
of different nations is an important 
part of that science of religion which 
forms the special study of w large 
namber of scientific mon at the present 
day. ‘The offerings to the dead and 
the cult of ancestors are portions of 
the worship of a largo mass of the 
human family, and it is interesting to 
seo how these survive and force them- 
selves into systems which we might at 
first have supposed to be unfriendly to 
such intrasions. But it is as impossible 
apparently to expel nature with a fork 
as to eradioaté the underlying opinion 
that we can do something to induce

Also that the Superintendents 
‘of the Peking Customs and Octroi may be 
directed peremptorily to prohibit the 
farming out of the duties upon oil. ‘The 
Goveruor of Shun-tien and the Superin- 
tendents of the Peking Customs and Octroi 
will look into this matter and take the 


necessary action. 

(2) A’ decree, Tho Board of Punish- 
ments request instructions as to whethor 
the criminals under sentence of death who 
have been reprieved on the three occasions 
that they have been taken out to execution 
may now bo dealt with in accordance with 
the precedent laid down in successive 
cases of this description. Sinco tho last 
isposal of criminals under sentence of 
death, who wero reprieved betweon the 
years 1872 and 1875, somo time has elapsed, 
and the criminals now referred to are 
uated in a position similar in general 
respects to those who were disposed of 
in tho years 1855 and 1868. It is right 
thoroforo that they should be dealt as the 
law requires, that due compassion may bo 
manifested towards them.—Tho Board of 
Punishments will consult the rules followed 
‘on previous occasions when the sentences 
of condemned criminals were mitigated, 
and will submit a list of these cases for 
Our instructions thereon. 

8) A further series of prayers for mois- 
ture will bo hold on tho 21st inst. 

March 19th,—(1) Memorial from the 
Princo of Tun, President of the Imperial 
Glan Court, ‘requesting His Majesty’s 
instructions on acertain matter. Upon the 
4th of January last, the Grand Council 
was honoured with’ an Imperial decree 
ordering the immodiate dismissal of Tsai 
Ho, Captain-General of the Guard In 
‘the lawa Inid down for the guidance of 
the memorialist’s Yamén, it is stated that 
whonevor any titled “assistants” in either 
civil or military employ shall have incurred 
penalties in the administration of the 
affairs of any offico they i 
addition to their hereditary position, if the 

nalty inflicted be dismissal, and the 
Beoree’ announcing this penalty does not 
stato explicitly whether or no this dismissal 
carries with it tho loss of the heredita 
title, His Majesty’s commands on this 

int shall be specially solicited. ‘Tsai Ho, 
Gaptain-General of the Guard's Division; 
and a noble of the Imperial lineage, 
twelfth in the lino of descent, has been 
dismissed the public service by Imperial 
decree, on the recommendation of the 
Board of War. The title of Féng én chiang 
<hiin, or twelfth noble in the line of descent, 
was conferred upon him after examination 
when he had attained the full age. The 
memorialist would not venture to deter- 
mine on his own responsibility whether or 






















































no the sentence of dismissal passed upon 
Tsai Ho carries with it loss of his title, and, 
as required by law, solicits His Majesty’s 
instructions, (See Gazette of 28th February.) 

(2) The Governor of Kuangsi reports 
that he has held the customary’ winter 
inspection of the troops stationed in the 
provincial capital. He was fairly satisfied 
with the manner in which the troops, 
both cavalry and infantry, acquitted them- 
selves, The horses, arms, and accoutrements 
were inspected, and the number found to 
be complete. 

‘No other documents of importance. 

‘March 20th.—(1) A decree expressing the 
Imperial regretsat thedeath of Chao Hsiang, 
a Kung or hereditary noble of the first 
rank, Captain-General of the Blue Banner 
Corps, and brother of the Junior Empress 
Dowager. A. to Zo pall is bestowed upon 
him, ‘Ts. 2,000 are granted for the funeral 
expenses, and a Beiléh with ten officers of 
the Guard is sent to offer libations before 
his coffin. All official penalties recorded 
against his name are to be cancelled, and 
his son is to succeed to the title of Duke 
as soon as his hundred days of mourning 
have expired. 

(2) The Governor of Kuangsi reports 
the arrival of the Annamese Envoy at the 
provincial capital, and his departure from 
thence on his way to Peking. In obedience 
to Imperial decree, the memorialist decided 
to allow the Envoy to cross the frontier on 
on the 4th of October last, and wrote to 
the King of Annam to that effect. He also 
sent a weiyvan to Chéu-nan Kuan to 
receive the Envoy, and wrote to the 
Commander-in-Chief to furnish him with 
an escort. In due course, the Prefect of 
Tai-p'ing Fu reported that the Envoy had 
crossed the frontier on the day appointed, 
and that the King had forwarded 
his congratulatory memorial, with articles of 
tribute, and a list of the names of the 
members of tho Mission, ‘The contents of 
this memorial and the list of articles of 
tribute have already been reported to His 
Majesty. On the 7th of Jauuary, the 
‘Mission reached Kuei-linFu: Tt consisted of 
an Envoy called Yuan Shuand two deputies; 
eight members of his staff, and nine atten- 
dants. ‘The memoriulist directed them to 
rest a fow days in Kuei-lin Fu, and, as usual, 
invited them to a banquet, furnishing 
them besides with the fusual allowance 
of catables during their stay. Having 
noticed that the Mission wasill-supplied with 
garments, insufficient, indeed, to supply 
changes enough for so long a journey, he 
presented them with a further supply of 
silk and fur clothing at his own expense. 
‘They then left the provincial capital on 
their way northwards, taking boat on the 
21st of January, under the charge of certaii 
officers, who were verbally admonished by 
the memoriatist to take due care of th 

‘The remainder of this day's Gazette is 
occupied by a long memorial from tho 
Censor Chang Kuan-chun, setting forth 
the necessity of reforms in the matter of 
State expenditure and the collection of 
revenue, in which at present abuses aro 
rife. His suggestions and remarks are of 
the stereotyped nature, and the remedies 
he proposes are of the usual kind, 

March Qist.—(1) A decree. Lin Hai- 
hung, Secretary of the Office of Trans- 
mission, memorialises to the effect that a 
high provincial officer is unworthy of 
confidence, and brings a series of indict- 
ments against him. The perusal of the 
charges set forth in this memorial has 
caused Us intense astonishment. If high 
officers in the provinces deviate from the 
right courso in the transaction of public 
affairs, or are incompetent to perform the 
duties that devolve upon them, there aro 
officers specially charged to speak on these 
matters, and it is naturally their duty con- 
scientiously to denounce wrong-doing. Li 
‘Hung-chang has long been entrusted with a 
provincial command, andisamanupon whom 
fhe utmost reliancecan be laced. Although 
in the daily conduct of affairs he cannot be 



























entirely free from fault, and must of 
necessity make mistakes, the Court has 
admonished and cautioned him from ‘time 
to time as these mistakes occurred, and he 
has never been treated with undue lenience 
even in the slightest degree. As regards 
the various. accusations brought forward 
by Lin Hsi-hung ; that, for instance, his 
memorial requesting the retention of 
Jen Tao-jung in the post of Provincial 
Treasurer, and the granting of an au 
ence to ‘him, was a disregard of tho 
fundamental principles of government ; 
again, that his memorial in reply to.tho 
decree calling for a report on ways and 
means displayed a spirit of contempt for 
and opposition to the Court, and conveyed 
a tacit disapproval of this decreo; or, 
again, that the exaygerated recommenda- 
tion ‘of the wei-yiians Huang Hui-ho 
and others was false and calculated to 
deceive. These and the like charges aro 
clothed in strong language, but are widely 
remote from the truth. "The accusation 
that Li Hung-chang does not quit himself 
like a servant of the State, and is opinion- 
ated and refractory, assuming the bearing 
of the Emperor himself; also the far- 
fetched tall and indecorous language with 
which his memorial is filled with the wild 
idea of compassing the ruin and overthrow 
of his enemy, are still more delu: 
aud stupid. ‘The Court, both in the 
employment of its agents, and in giving 
ear to the words of its counsellors, 
adheres striotly to what is just, and 
unrestrained calumny of this description 
cannot but be visited with punishment. 
Let Lin Hsi-hung be handed over to the 
proper Board for the determination of a 
severe form of penalty. 

(2) Memorial from Chou Héng-ch'i, 
Governor of Shantung, reporting that he

(4) Fu K’un, Deputy Lioutenant-General 
at Si-ning, reports the assumption of his 
seals of office upon the 27th of December 
last. He left Peking on the 6th -of 
September, but owing to detentions 
caused by heavy rains he did not reach 
Lan-chow Fu until the 14th of December. 
On arrival there, he heard- that Tso 
Tsung-t’ang, who had alroady left Hami 
on his way to Peking, was shortl 
expected at Lan-chow, so he romaine 
there until the arrival of the latter, that 























he might have the benefit of the Grand 
Secretary's advice and counsel. It so 
happened that the Acting Agent at Sining 
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had come down to Lan-chow also to see

Johnston and Mr. Walker being chosen 
scrutineors. ‘Tho result was the election 
of the members mentioned by Sir William

W. 0. Ward, J. L. Soot, R. D. Starkey; 
Arthur Anderson and F, Anderson, 

‘The Cnamaan said this concluded the 
business of the meeting, but ho thought 
they should not separate without passing a 
special voto of thanks to their Honorary 
Secretary for his valuable services during- 
so many years. The members all knew 
the time ke had spent and the trouble he 
had taken to promote the interests of the 
Club, and this was especially the case last 
season, when he got up no fewer than 
twelve matches, 

‘Mr. Grow had much pleasure in second- 
ing the proposal made by the Chairman ; 
and the vote of thanks was carried by 
acclamation, 

Sir Witt Jonysto briefly thanked 
the members for theit appreciation of his 
services. 

‘Mr. Warner said that though he was 
aware lawn tennis had been objected to on 
the ericket ground by some members of the 
Club, he wished to take the opinion of the 
meeting as to whether it would not be 
advisable to have a net on the ground for 
lawn-tennis, as he had good reason tobelieve 
it would attract members to the Club, 
As a matter of fact he knew seven gentle:

‘The members of the Shanghai Race Club 
opened their Spring Meeting to-day, and 
they are ouce more to be congratulated on 
the successful way in which they provided 
a good day’s enjoyment for otliers and 
sport for themselves. Of course on occa- 
sions of this kind the state of the wea- 
ther is a matter of great importance, 
and to-day this was extremely favourable. 
Still, the sky was somewhat cloudy, the 
sun seldom shining brightly, and not even 
then with a degree of heat sufliciont to 
cause discomfort, while the breezes, though 
strong enough to be pleasant, did not 
interfere in any way with good timo being 
made by the ponies. 

‘The Grand Stand, in which we were 
pleased to sco so mavy Indios, was very 
tastefully decorated with flowers, and on 
a table were displayed the much-coveted 
Ladies’ Purse, and the Concordia and 
Chau-shang-kiwk Cups.

, aud he never went better than on 
‘oceasion; and the Farmer's Plate, 
with Tajmahal, who has also a long list 
of victories appended to his uamo, Mr. 
Fungus was successful for the Criterion 
Stakes with Prejudice, the Champion pony 
of the last meeting, and we shall be sur- 
prised if this regular little racehorse does 
not win every event he 
present meeting, including the Champion: 
‘The only pony who threatens to press hin 
at all is First Cornet, who, by winning the 
Racing Stakes, hard held as he was, as 
well as the Grifins’ Piato, has proved that 
he is good for the Derby and Champion 
distances. In fact, so far as the Derby is 
concerned, this was demonstrated in the 
evening at the lotteries held at the Club 
Concordia, when he was sold for §380, 
and the purchaser, not being the drawer, 
will have to pay’ $760 for him to win 
$2,183, which is less than 3 to 1.—Mr. 
Low's Ktaadn, a last season's paper- 
hunter, ran away with the two-mile-and 
achalf race for the Yangtsze Stakes, and 
Eolus, otherwise vulgarly termed’ the 
“Bucketing Society,” won the Taotai’s 
Cap with East Wind. Thus the honours of 
the day were protty fairly divided, Br. Bill 
having the lion’s share; while Mr. Ten 
Broeck and Mr. Fernando are the two most 
noteworthy owners whose ponies are uot 
















































































placed first. The former had a good second 
pony for the Griffins’ in Wild Dash, who - 
started, wo should say, favourite, and ho 


has also trained Major Bagstock’s Strathaird. 
and Zip, each being placed, the first-named. 
twice. 


Passing on to devote a few words to 
each event, the most noticeable features in 
the opening race ofthe day was the success 
of the handsome black (Black Satin) ina 
field of soven starters, the samo number 
as contested for the honours last spring, 
and the defeat of Mr. Bill's Second 
Violin, which was not even placed, Flick 
and East Wind beating him. ‘Tho time, 
59b seconds, was 14 seconds more than 
the race was done in last Spring.—For the 
Criterion Stakes, the win of Prejudice was 
a foregone conclusion, barring accidents, 
He ran quite as well as ho did at the 
Autumn meeting, beating Tajmahal and 
‘Strathaird, which were placed respectively 
second and third, quite easily. Lord of 
the Isles was the’ only other starter, but 
ho failed to maintain the reputation he 
mage for himself in Hongkong at tho 
races thero about two months ago. Com: 
paring Prejudice’s time with that of 
Strathavon's twelve months ago, there is 
‘a quarter of a second difference, and 
‘Struthavon lind only one more opponent 
‘against him.—The uncertainty of the raco 
for the Grifins’ Plate is proverbial, but 
on this occasion it was more so than 
usual. Thero was the large field of ‘nine- 
tarters—ono of tho largost, if not the 
largest, that can be remembered, and wo 
doubt if ever a finer lot of Chinose ponies 
over assembled under the auspices of the 
Shanghai Race Club, So evenly wero the 
capabilities of more than half-a-dozen 
that thero was absolutely no 
favourite, though as we state in our 
description of the race, Mr. ‘Ton Broock’s 
Wild Dash, which was tho favourite at 
the lotteries, and Me, Bill's First Cornet 
kept, ack, until te eleventh hour 
stood highest in public estimation at the 
start ; but Zhe Symma, Jura, Fandango, 
Presumption, aud Black Cock each had a wide 
circle of admirers, who ventured to back 
their good opinions in a moat substantial 
way, a8 was evidenced at the Club Concordia 
on Saturday evening. After a good start, a 
hard race, and al finish, First Cornet 
was the winner, His suc 
with delight by the Germai 
the Grand Stand enclosure, while it affords 
proof of the savoir faire of the owner. ‘The 
time, 1 min. 30} se0s., was the samo.as Teen 
Kiwang's in 1875, which has only been once 
beaten, Strathavon having done the distance 
“flying” course in 1min, 30secs. in 
‘armer’s Cup broughtout a field 
of five ponies, including the plucky chestaut 
Red Robin, pony which has in the past 
been the ‘admired of all admirers, and 
particularly so in his tussles down the 
Straight to the winning post. But ho 
was now easily beaten by Tajmahal, Strath- 
aird and Second Cornet, these threo ponies 
finishing in the order in which wo have 
placed them. ‘Phe finish betweon Tajmahat 
and Strathaird was one of the wonders of 
the day ; they raced neck-and-neck down 
tho Straight, and at the rails Strathaird 
had an advantage of half a length, but 
‘Tajmahal bounded past him in the last half 
dozen strides and won by a length.—For the 
Yangtszo Stakes thoro was tho small field 
of four starters, as against nine at tho 
last Spring Meoting. ‘The Master of the 
Paper Hunt Club found Ktaadn, which 
carried him across country during last 
season, worthy of the confidence he has 
reposed in him. He beat Stig’ Wind, Zip 
and Gold Bar just as he liked, gallopping 
away from them, and the ease with which ho 
did the last half mile accounts in a measure 
for the difference in his time and that of 
Brew Chiel’s last year. Bravo Chiel covered 
‘tho two miles and a half in 5 mit 
whereas Ktaadn’s time was 5 min, 51 seo.— 
‘The race for the Jockey Cup by riders who 
had not had a winning mount was one of the 
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best contested events of the day. There 
were eight starters, as compared with five 
twelve months ago, and the three ponies 
most fancied at the post, Triangle, Dunn 
‘Brown and Red Hart, were placed respec- 
tively first, second and third. Red Hart 
was a bad third, while the finish between 
Triangle and. Dinn Brown was almost as 
exciting as that of the previous race. ‘The 
winning jockey, Mr. Ehlers, was shouldered 
by his friends and carried in triumph to 
the Club Concordia tent, where, we doubt 
not, he manfully paid the penalty of his 
victory. The time of the race, 2 minutes 
40 seconds, was half a second better than 
Flick’s, the winner at the last spring 
méeting.—In a ficld of five ponies, the 
same number as started last year, Kast 
Wind easily won the Taotai’s Cup, defeat- 
ing Second Violin and Jolly Friar. Jolly 
‘Friar won the same raco last year in 2 
minutes 11 seconds, and now East Mind, 
though not hard pressed at the finish, 
did the distance in 2 minutes 8 seconds, — 
Considerable interest was taken in the 
contest for the Racing Stakes. It produced 
a fidld of twelve starters, against fifteen 
last year, but its importance was contained 
in the fact that it brought together some 
of the best griffins to try conclusions in a 
distance almost double that for the Griftis 
Plate. From the starters for the Griffins’ 
Plate a noticeable absentee was Wild Dash 
and though he has been once beaten by 
First Cornet, he is not to be despised for 
the Derby.’ First Cornet was a strong 
favourite, and he ran splendidly, winning, 
nite within himself, hard held, Storm 
Wina “wvoing second and Presumption 
third. ‘These threo ponies and Wild Dash, 
fetched the highest prices for the Derby nt 
the lotteries last night, and a capital race 
betwoen them may be expected to-day.

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For this, the opening event of the meet-

‘There was the limited number of eight 
entries for this event, which always brings 
the old ponies together. Prejudice, the 
champion pony of the Inst meeting, was 
the favourite, and was backed against the 
field ; in fact he was what was looked upon 
asa moral certainty.

This, the great event of the meeting, 
brought uut the largo field of nineteen 
starters, out of a Lotal of forty-four entries, 
Never, ‘perhaps, has the choice of the 
public’ been more diverso in regard to 
which pony was the favourite, and this 
uncertainty was inereasod when one of the 
largest teds that has ever contested for 
the much-coveted prize of the Grillins’ 
Plate weighed out, ‘There was little doubt, 
however, that First Cornet and SVild Dash, 
which we placed first and second in our 
tips, stood highest in public estimation, the 
others most fancied being Presumption, The 
Symma, Fandango, Jura, aud Black Vock, 
All these ponies fetclied high prices at the 
lotteries on Saturday night, and they each 
had their particular circle of devoted 
admirers. It will be seen that soveral of 
the owners had more than one representa- 
tive at the post. For instance, Mr. 
John Peel declared the best to win of 
Cannobie Lea, Merry Monk aud Cassowary. 
OF Storm Wind aud Au Recoir the best 
was to win, their owners, Aolus and 
Mr, ‘Tell, having declared a confederacy. 
Mr. Bill declared the best to win of First 
Cornet aud Second Cornet. Mr. Fernando 
also declared the same in regard to Jura 
and Kinnaird. ‘The lot, when marshalled at 
the post, presented a most picturesque 
appearance, and the nineteen were 
despatched at the first attempt to one of 
the best starts we have seen for this race 
during the last six years. Owing to 
the numerous riders, and the rapid com- 
mingling of theic vatiegated colours in a 
cluster, it was almost impossible to note 
the relative changes of position for the 
first quarter of a mile. When this distance 
had been covered Black Cock was leading,

From a list of 27 entries, twelve ponies 
came to the post. First Cornet was the 
favourite, being backed against the field. 
The Syma and Presumption were the only 
others enquired after. With regard to 
Storm Wind and Aw Revoir, the best was 
declared to win.

Secoxp Day, 
Tuesday, 3rd May, 1881. 

‘The gloomy weather of yesterday becamo 
more threatening in the evening, and 
betwoon 9 and 10 o'clock drizzling showe 
of rain commenced to fall. Between throe 
and four o'clock this morning it was 
raining heavily and continued to do 80 for 
several hours. Pools of water formed on 
the Course, and as the time approached 
for the commencement of the day's sport, 
it still rained. ‘The Stewards, however, 
were all in attendance with praiseworthy 
punetuality, and no sooner had the first 
saddling-bell rung than the rain ceased 
for a time, but showers fell at intervals 
throughout the whole afternoon. It 
was impossible to stand with any 
degree of comfort in the Grand Stand 
enclosure, except where it was paved, the 
ground being thoroughly saturated ‘with 
water, and as the afternoon advanced, the 
weighing-in compound and the grass-plot 
in front of the Club tents were reduced 
to a quagmire. Notwithstanding. these 
unpleasantnesses there was a. tolerably 
good attendance, including about twenty- 

ive ladies, and the sport was carried 
on with wnflagging zeal, the “fields” 
for the various events being as numerous 
as might have been expected under 
more favourable auspices. ‘To compare, 
however, the achievements of the ponies, 
when they raced under such difficulties, 
with past records, would give but an 
inadequate idea of their capabilities, and 
wo merely append a description of each 
event.

‘Thero was a 
good attendance of spectators, a larger 
number of ladies being present than on 
either of the previous days. The turf on 
the Course was #0 cut up by Tuesday's 
races, that to-day it was muddy and 
sticky, and very hard going for the 
8, more so even than on the pre- 

lay. Good time, therefore, could not 
pected. Regarding the various eventa, 
we neod only mention that the success of 
Wild Dash in the Derby, and in the races 
for the Grand Stand Stakes and the Cha 
ig-kink Cup has proved him to be the 
best griffin of the meeting, and we can 
only attribute his defeat on the first day, by 
First Cornet, in the race for the Griffins’ 
Plate, to the “uncertainty of the turf.” 
But the most noteworthy feature of the 
day’s sport was Prejudice's victory for the 
Champion Sweepstak He was not hard 
pressed, winning easily; and it is no

Such was tho bait that allured mo, and 
alter interviewing the advertiser, I sot out 
for the promised El Dorado, 

Alas for the vanity of human hopes, to 
say nothing of inluman inaccuracies ! 
Our El Dorado proved a very Chuzzlewit's 
Eden! the medical practice of the place, 
such as it was, being in full and firm pos 
sossion of a competent man residing at the 
Settlement proper, a few miles off. I found 
that the cause which led to my capture 
was an unfortunate inability on the part of 
my introducer to live harmoniously with 
tie rest of the community, which relation 
after a time he also assumed towards the 
medical man of the place, As may be 
supposed, this Tack of ‘unanimity was 
neither conducive to my professional pros- 
pects nor personal comfort, placing me in 
& false position before the public and 
towards my professional brother, without 
even the sorry excuse of a nominal opening. 

‘The natural features of the locality are 
completely eomprelionded in the. word — 
mud! and like Mark Tapley, I think that 
great credit would be due any oue who 
could ‘ come out strong” and be “jolly,” 
under such depressing influenc 

For theso reasons, it will not be wondered 
at that having “come and secon,” I 
immediately conquered—my credulity, and 
shaking that “mud” from my feet, in 
iow of leaving for “another and a better 
world,” departed for another and « better 
country. 

My object in writing is to warn medical 
men, seeking practices abroad, against 
being deluded by an advertisement, how- 
ever plausible, before assuring themselves 
of the ability of the advertiser to make 
good his representations.

‘The worry and disappointment (to say 
nothing of expense) likely to follow precipi 
tate credulity and action ought of them- 
selves to be sufficient deterrents to aspirants 
however sanguine their temperaments or 
‘Mark Tapley-like their dispositions.

‘THE LAUNCH OF THB s.s. “ TALWO.” 

The third steamer built by Messrs. Boyd 
& Co. in. their ship-building yard ‘at 
Pootung for Messrs, Jardine, Matheson 
& Co.’s Yangtsze trade was successfully 
launched on Saturday afternoon. She is 
named the Taiwo, and her dimensions 
are as follows :—length between 
diculars, 240 feet ; beam, 27 feet; 
hold, 11 ft. 3 in.; height of ’tween-decks 
7 ft.'G in. ; draught, 3 ft. 7 in, forward, 
and 6 ft. 6 in, aft.; the boilers’ are 10 ft. 
in diameter, and 10 ft. 9 in. long, 
with Fox’s corrugated furnaces. The 
ner has single compound inverted 
cylinder engines, direct acting, 92 horse- 
power nominal, working to 580 effective, 
with 105 Ibs. of steam. The cylinders are 
22 ft. and 48 in, respectively in diameter, 
with a stroke of 2 ft. 9 in. 

‘Tho ceremony of christening the vessel 
as she glided gracefully and smoothly 
into the river af 2.94 pain., was performed 
by Miss Amy Keswick, A considerable 
number of ladies and gentlemen were 
resent. We noticed Mrs. W. Keswick, 

(iss Churchill, the Misses’ Keswick, 
the Hon. W. Keswick, the head of the 

branch of the firm of Messrs, 
fatheson & Oo., Mr. J. J. 
wick, the senior partner of the house here, 
Commander Cotton of the U.S. corvette 
Monocacy, and several of his oflicers, Mr, 
F, 8. Deacon, Mr. W. Handyside Tapp, 
H.M.’s Registrar of Shipping for China 
and Japan at this port, apn Bolton, 
Captain J. P. Roberts, and many other 
gentlemen interested in shipping. 

‘The Taiwo resembles her forerunners the 
Kungwo and Fuhco in appearance, but is 
larger than either of them. She has accom- 
modation for 180 Chinese passengers. Her 
trial trip will take place at an early date, 
as she is expected to go to Hankow in 
about three weeks’ time. She was very 
gaily decorated for the occasion with flags 
from stem to stern; the Chinese ensign 
floated at the fore, arid te Stars and Stripes 
at the main; tho well-known white St. 
Andrew's cross on the dark blue field was 
displayed at the bow, aud the British flag 
astern, . 

‘The operation of launching having 
been successfully performed under the 
superintendence of Mr. Riach, the numer- 
ous visitors wero invited by Mr. P. V. 
Grant, of the firm of Messrs. Boyd 
and Go, to, drink prosperity, to, the now 
ship. The Hon. W. Keswick then con. 
gratulated that gentieman warmly on the 
Successful completion of the building of 
vessel. He said that the Taiwo was 
the third vessel that had been built by 
Messrs. Boyd aud Co. under Mr. Grant's 
superintendence and he hoped that she 
would not be by any means the last. 
‘Mr. Graut replied that great support and 
impetus had been given to shipbuilding in 
Shanghai by the house of Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson and-Co., arid he hoped that with 
their continned support the building of 
vessels in Shanghai would increase. 











































A-NEW REGULATION IN REGARD TO SHUT 
‘ovr carao. 

We have beon asked to publish the 
following statement by the native piece 
good merchants of Shanghai respecting a 
wv Customs regulation requiring ‘shut- 
” cargo to be taken to the Custom 
House for examination. The practice which 
has hitherto prevailed is fairly set forth in 
the memorial. ‘The new regulation will 
undoubtedly cause a considerable amount of 
inconvenienceand extra expense to shippers 
in general, not only as regards piece goods, 
but every other kind of merchandise; and 
the native piece goods m rehants intend 











by combination to try and make foreigners 
the sufferers. Other trades will probably 





follow. their example; therefore it would 
seem to be of importance that foreigners 
shonld take steps to have the regulation 
modified or rescinded entirely. 

‘The memorial is as follows -— 


Translation. 

A respectful notice issued by tho undor- 
signed dealers in foreign goods (Picco 
Goods). 

Sines the commencement of foreign 
trade, the demand for foreign goods has 
steadily increased, the imports from and 

to foreign countries being very 











Foreign piece goods are shipped by us 
per steamers to all the treaty ports, and 
in accordance with existing Customs regu- 
lations they are exempt from duty on 
being exported, When shipping ‘such 
goods, it is neceasary to fiat make out a 

‘ustoms application giving the description, 
maria, ete, of the various Kinds to bs 
shipped ; passes aro issued by the foreign 
firme who'sell the goods, which, with the 
applications, are sent’ to the Custom 

louse, and on examination, if they aro 
found to agree and are correct, the goods 
aro written off on the passes and the 
application stamped and permit grauted to 
ship. 

It is tho rule thatall the goods must first 
be cleared at the Customs. If any of the 
goods (cleared) are found to be damaged 
or spoiled by mildew, they aro not shipped 

oy 

It somotimes happens that goods that 
havo been passed at the Customs aro stored 
in godowns under other merchandiso aud 
cannot be got at in time to be shipped by the 
steamer they were cleared for ; and in caso 
of bad weather itis difficult to engage cargo- 
boats to convey the goods to the steamer. 
Again, it sometimes occurs that the steamers 
cannot take all of the cargo which has 
been passed at the Customs. In all casos 
of shut-out goods particulars aro sent to 
the Customs authorities the samo day, 
so that the amount shut out can be noted 
on the passes, and returned to the shipper 
to use. when shipping. at another time. 
‘The above regulations have beon in force 
for a long time, and wo have found them to 
work very sati 
that the Customs 
‘a new regulation to the effect that “goods 

ed at the Custom Houso and not 
shipped by the steamer for which they were 
cleared, the quantity shut out must bo 
brought to the Custom House the next 
day to be examived before the passes will 
be returned to the shipper, and that no 
pass will be returned to any shipper failing 
to comply therewith.” 

In our opinion tho above regulation has 
beon issued with a view to preventing any 
imposition or fraud on the Customs, but 
these authorities cannot be aware of the 
fact that we (piece goods dealers) haye no 
design to defraud the revenuo; furthermore, 
foreign piece goods are not liable, to 
the payment of duty on being exported ; 
hence it would be usoless for us to misro- 
present articles (lit: passing pears for 
peaches), 

This new regulation will subject us to 
very many inconvenionces, some of which 
we will here enumerate. 

First.—It frequently happens after buy- 
ing a lot of various kinds of piece goo 
from the foreign merchant that there are 
some bales damaged or spoiled by damp 
and mould, which is only discovered (after 
the goods have cleared the Custom House) 
and are taken delivery of for shipment. 
When goods are so damaged they are either 
returned to the seller or an allowance is 
made by reducing the price. This, however, 
cannot be settled at once, and when cases 
of this sort occur, will the foreign merchant 
be willing to send the goods (if they have 
been cleared at the Customs and not 
shipped) to the Custom Houso to be 






















































examined, aud after this is done arrange 
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and settle with the native buyer about the 
rotumn of the goods or his accepting a 
reduction in the price paid? 

Second,—It happens at times when the 
prices of piece goods are fluctuating (at the 
out-ports) (?) the native merchants are all 
eager to have their goods shipped to them 
first without loss of time, aud if we (the 
piece goods dealers) are obliged to send 
shut-out goods to the Customs to, be 
xamined before a permit is granted to 
ship by another steamer, the trouble and 
delay caused will give rise to no end of 
complaints and dissatisfaction among our 
constituents, 

Third.—Ié shut-out goods are sent to 
the Custom House the next day for 
examination, and if the weather is favour- 
able and there is not a large quantity of 
cargo to be examined there, in such a case 
the inconvenience would not be so great; 
but on the other hand, if there happens to 
be a large quantity of cargo to be examined, 
and if it is raining hard, it would be almost 
impossible to prevent the goods from being 
farated with water, which would result 
in serious loss to the shipper, 

Fourth —Under the old rogulatio 
when steamers have largo cargoes and the 
eargo-boats conveying goods for shipinent 
happen to be a little late, and in conse- 
quence the goods cannot be shipped, the 
shippers would store the shut-ont cargo 
tomporarily in a foreign godown near by ; 
but under the new regulation, if shut-out 

oods must be sent to the Custom House 
for examination, the expense for coolie-hire 
both ways will be more then they can 
ear.

‘We dealers cannot be pleased or satisfied 
in carrying on our trade under cireum- 
stances which are detrimental to our 
interests, and we have therefore consulted 
together, and seo no other way (of protecting 
our interests) but by adopting the following, 
to take effect from to-day 

When goods. aro shut-out and.tho.Cus~ 
tom Houso will not, at the time, retuen 
the passes, thin the goods so shut out will 
be roturned to the foreign merchant from 
whom they were purchased whether the 
market price has increased or declined, and 
the origiual purchase money is to be 
returned, As to the return of the passes, 
tho foreign merchant can get them from 
tho Custom House, thus preventing us 
from any embarrassment or trouble. 
We therefore issue this notice clearly 
explaining our views and purpose, to which 
we beg that you foreign merchants will 
give your assent, to the end that complaints 
may be avoided in the future. 

Should the Customs authorities, on 
clearly understanding all the circumstances, 
withdraw the new regulation and adhere 
as heretofore to the old regulation, such 
®. course will be both convenient and 
advantageous to us, aud the foreign mer- 
chants will not then be troubled to take back 
Piece goods purchased from them, This 
‘will be vory gratifying to all concerned, and 
in presenting this respectful notice embody- 
ing our views, we beg that all the foreign 
merchants will favour it with perusal and 
send a reply at their earliest convenience, 
to the end that we may continue our 
business without anxiety,

A CHINESE STATESMAN’S VIEWS ON COREA, 

Some very remarkable documents have 
lately come into the hands of the Japaneso 
Government, uot—as will be conjectured 
after perusing them—by the connivance of 
either the Chinese or the Coreanauthoritios. 
The first is a “ Policy for Corea,” compiled 
by Kwo-in-kon, advisor to the Minister for 
China in Japan ; the second, an account of 
a conyereation which took ‘place botwoon 
the King of Corea and his Primo Minister 
on the subject of Japanese affairs shortly 
aiter Kin-koshin, the Corean Envoy, had 
returned from Japan ; and the third is a 
letter from Li Hung-chang to a Corean 
gentleman, by name Kissan, ‘These are 
now in process of publication by the Nicki 
Nichi Shimbun, and as we have ascertained 
their ‘authenticity, we reproduce them in 
this journal :-— 

Pouicy Fox Corea, 
By Kwo-in-ken. 

There is a large country called Russia, 
whose dominions extend over a great part 
of three Continents, and whose atmy 
consists of more than a million picked 
soldiers, while her navy numbers more than 
two hundred ‘big ships.” But it so 
happens that her place being in the 
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extremo north, she is tormented by a 
bitterly cold climate and impoverished by 
‘ barren soil, so that she has a perpetual 
craving to push her boundaries southward 
and procure for herself a more genial 

osition. Hence, ever since the reign of 

eter the Great, her policy nee been one of 

rpetual aggrandizement. Territory aftér 
Feritory has alo absorbed until her bull 
is now ten times what it once was. 

‘Under the prosent Emperor (Alexander 
IL.) especially has this system been pursued. 
One by one the neighbouring seas and 
regions have been seized, and at the present 
moment nearly all the various districts in 
Central Asia are in her hands. In fact, her 
avaricious proclivities are understood by 
the whole world, so the several other 
nations have combined to oppose her “lust 
for land.” Thus for many a day her eyes 
wore fixed upon Turkey, but England and 
Franco prevented her from carrying out 
her intentions in that quarter, and now 
England, Germany, Austria, Italy and 
Franco, ‘one and all, watch her as well as 
their own territories no Keonly that all 
encroachment in a westerly direction has 
become impossible, and she has boon 
obliged to turn her fect eastward. During 
the past ten years sho has taken Saghalien 
from Japan and tho eastern part of the 
river Kokuriyo from China, and is now 
stationing troops at the mouth of the To- 
mon-ko, Her object in carrying out 
reforms and establishing order in those 
rogions, is simply that they may afford her 
a point dappui for futuro aggressions in 
Asia, 

‘Now Corea is a position of great 
trategic importance to tho east of China, 
and it is moro than probable that Russia 
will desiro to take possession of that 
poningula before carrying her designs in 
tho East any further, ‘To do so would only 
bo consistent with tho policy she has 

ursued for the last three centuries, and 
for which sho is always caroful to be 
propared, In tho boginning hor torritories 
wore confined to Europo ; next we find her 
in Central Asia, and now she has got so

been turning its eyes towards China as the

For ton 
centuries Corea has formed a portion of the 
Chinese Empire, and has been the constant 
object of China's solicitude and beneficence. 
To this all the world can bear witness, and 
more especially in the caso of tho present 
(Tsing) ‘ynasty, which, coming as it did 

from the east, ‘mado Corea its base of 
operations In the campaign against the 
Min. More than two hundred years have 
passed since then, and during the whole of 
that time Corea and China have been one 
in customs, polity, literature and religion, 
whilo not only has tho closest friendshi; 
existed between the tio, but also Corea’s 
position is such that slie has always been 
regarded by Chinas a leftarmatretched out 
for tho protection of the Celestial. Annam 
and Burmah, too, are portions of theChinese 
Empire, but their comparative distance 

aces them on a very different footing 
ym Corea, and it is for this reason that 
China has always afforded Corea material 
aid in men, provisions, &c., whenever the 
occasion demanded.

it is the custom when two countries go to 
war, for all other countries to declare 
themselves neutral and refrain from aiding 
either of the belligerents ; but a State 
cannot pursue such a policy when its own 
dominions are concerned, and China, not 
‘unmindful of the old relations subsisting 
between herself and Corea, should take 
‘steps to let the world know unmistakeably 
that the latter is a part and parcel of her- 
self. If this were definitely declared, 
Russia, seeing Corea no longer helpless, 
would have no choice but to hold her hand, 
and Japan, comprehending the impossi- 
bility of resisting such an union, would 
end by joining it; so that not only would 
forelgn aggression be checked, but the 
prestigelof the Celestial Empire vindicated. 
‘These are the reasons that seem to demon- 
strate the necessity of friendship betwoen 
Corea and China. 

But why is the alliance with Japan 
recommended? Because, after China, Japan 
is Corea’s nearest neighbour, History tells 
us that in bygone agea the Kings of Corea 
tent ambassadors to ‘Japan, and established 




















friendly intercourse with that country. 
Now Russia, the ravenous, has crept to 
the north of Japan, aud should the 





latter lose some portion of her islands, 
the immunity of Corea’s eight divisions 
will be moro than problematical. If, 
on the other hand, Corea becomes Rus- 
sian territory, Kiushin and Shikoku will 
not long remain Japanese. It results 
therefore that the relation between Japan 
and orea is pretty much the samo as that 
which exists betweon the two wheels of a 
carriage ; disable one, and tho other ceases 
to be serviceable. ‘History teaches us 
plainly enough that had Kan, Gi and Cho 
been in alliance, Tsing could not have 
dared to push westward ; even as when Go 
and Shoku wero united, Gis southern 
encroachments were provented. If, 

fore, Japan, anxious about the aggressions 
of her powerful neighbour, should desiro 
an union, close as that of lips and teeth, 
with Corea, it will behovo tho latter,

She has also established friendly 
intercourse with Japan and given that 
country useful instruction in all matters, 
both commercial, military, naval and 
Political. ‘These facts rest not upon indi- 
Vidual testimony, but upon that of the 
whole world. ‘The Constitution of the 
United States is Republican, and they have 
therefore no desire to benefit themselves 
at the cost of others, and moreover, their 
grigin aa an independent country being 
due to the oppression of Great Britain, 
they are the natural allies of not of 
Europe. Their raco is one with’ that of 








































Europe, and they are competitors with 
European nations in matters of commerce ; 
but their policy is to help amall and feeble 
States, to enforce @ general obedience to 


the principles of right, and to prevent 
Europeans from pursuing their evil designs 
of commercial monopoly in tho Far East, 
so that every Oriental State may be ina 
position to’ maintain its integrity, and 
remain in the enjoyment of ease and:

SIR THOMAS FRANCIS WADE, K.C.B. 

Under the head of ** DiplomaticSketches,” 
Vanity Fair has the following uotice of Six 
‘Thomas Francis Wade, K.C.B.:— _ 

Sir Thomas Wade, Her Mujesty’s 
Minister in China, is a purely “ local” 
diplomatist, yet has he, by 
merit and high character al 
by the slightest snpport of interest, come 
to be charged with one of the most 
important Legations, in every sonae of the 
word, which it falls to the lot of the 
Foreign Office to fill. Sir Thomas Wade, 
having entered the army in 1838, found 
himself with the 42ud Highlanders in 
China in 1842, and in the following year 
was appointed interpreter to the garrison of 
Hongkong, from wich time he renounced 
the idea of continuing his original profes- 
sion, and gave himself up to the atudy of one 
or more of the many dialects of the Chinese 
language, Although he sold out of the 
army in 1847, it was not until 1852 that ho 
was appointed Vice-Consul at Shanghai, at 
which place in 1854 he acted as Inspector 
of Customs for the Chinese Government, 
Tu 1855 he was appointed Chinese Secretary 
at Hongkong, and in the same year was 
sent on a mission to Cochiu China. He 
matter of course, attached to 
Lord Klgin’s mission in 1857-59, during 
which period he was naturally charged 
with duties of tho first importance, and 
when at the end of the war a perman 
Legation was appointed to the Celestial 
Government, Mr. Wade was named its 
Chinese Secretary. On the failure of Mr, 
Bruce’s attempt to pass tho Taku Forts, 
Lord Elgin went to China as High Commi 
i when Mr, Wade was again his 
’s secretary for dealing with the 
nd in 1860 he accompanied the 
ied force to Peking.

SIR HARRY SMITH PARKES, K.C.B. 
‘Under thehead of “DiplomaticSketches,” 
Vanity Fair has the following notice of 
this gentleman : 
Sir Harry Parkes began the public servieo 
at the unusually early age of fifteen, h 








Henry Pottinger’s mission to China in the 
year 1842. Being in China, he naturally 
‘acquired the dialect of the Chinese province 
in which ho resided, and in 1845. was 
employed as interpreter at Fonchom, 
and in the following year at Shanghai. 
In 185) ho was sent ‘on a mission to 
Formosa, and in 1854 was appointed 
Consul at Amoy. He accompanied Sir 
Tohn Bowring on his diplomatic mi 
Siam, and brought Home to Eng 
ratification the treaty with that country. 
In 1858 he was appointed to the v 
important post of Consul at Shanghai, 
was likewise in the same year Britis 
Commissioner of the Allied Commission at 
Canton. ‘Together with Mr. (now Sir 
‘Thomas) Wade, he was joint secretary tothe 
Earl of Elgin’s Special Embassy in China, 
and was employed prominently on various 
occasions during the important operations 
Mich took place on the Peiho in the 
ear 1860, He accompanied Admiral Sir 
james Hope in his advance upon Tientsin, 
making the necessary arrangements for tho 
reception and accommodation of the allied 
troops at that placo. When under a flag 
of truce ho was, contrary to all the usages 
of civilised nations, taken prisoner by tho 
Chinese at Tungchow, and was only released 
after threo weoks of the most rigorous 
confinement—instant death being held 
before his eyes at every moment. Ho 
ascompanied Admiral Hopo up the Yangtszo 
Kiang in 1861; was made a K.0.B. in 
1862; and was, in 1865, appointed Envoy 
‘Extraordinary ‘and Minister Plenipoten- 
tiary in Japan, Such is a brief outline of 
tho official record of Sir Henry Parkes's 
eventful and stirring career, in commenting 
on the different portions of which one 
should be careful to separate the boy from 
the man, ‘Beginning his official Iie at an 
age when others are at school, it is not 
surprising if Sir Harry Parkes fell into 
some youthful errors which his own more 
‘mature judgment might not altogether 
prove. Although of good judgment, 
just, and amiable, he is of a somewhat 
hasty (we do not mean violent, but 
impetuous and unreflective) temper, which, 
as a youth, precipitated him into hasty 
measures with the Chinese authorities in 
the matter of the lorcha Arrow—measures 
which, being approved by Lord Palmerston, 
led to such high-handed measures at Hong- 
kong and Canton. However, all these 
proceedings certainly brought out the fact 
that Consul Parkes was aman of remarkable 





























energy, which, could it be restrained within 
proper limits by the judgment of his official 
superiors, might certainly be turned to 
geod account in promoting the interests of 
his fellow-countrymen in the Far East. And 
in effect he has proved throughout a first- 
rate Consul, throwing his whole soul into 
is work, and having a thorough knowledge 
the commercial interests which it is his 
duty to protect. In Japan, as Minister, 
Sir Harry Parkes had a momentous part to 
play. In fact, he was tho Warwick of the 
ion. ‘Mikado and Tycoon more arrayed 
;pported on e hand by the 
conservative chivalry of achivalrous nation, 
and on the other by the pretorians of the 
Mayor of the Palace, both apparently 
equal to a lengthened conflict. But there 
was an outside power—namely, the British 
fleet—and of that power the wielder was Sir 
Harry Parkes. It is impossible to explain 
the situation without entering into details, 
but Sir Harry Parkes remained master 
of the situation, having been correct in 
his forecast that might as well as right 
was on the side of the Mikado. Of course 
this gave him, when the Mikado was safely 
seated on the throne at Yedo, a splendid 
position with the Japanese Government ; 
and he was, during some years, their 
chosen and trusted adviser in their efforts 
to adapt themselves to the ways of 
Western civilisation. But the time came 
when the Japanese Government thought 
they knew enough to guide themselves in 
these ways, and they then began rather 
to chafe at’ being held in leading-strings. 
Sir Harry, on the other hand, who took in 
them ali the interest of a tutor. in his 
youthful charges, was slow to acknowledge 
that his pupils had grown to be men, and 
he continued to offer advico which was no 
longer accepted and acted upon with the 
same alacrity as before ; and thus on some 
occasions differences of opinion occurred 
between him and the Government to which 
he is accredited, Sir Harry Parkes is a 
clear-headed man of business, having a 
thorough kuowledgo of the interests he has 
to deal with. He writes remarkably well, 
his account’ of his three weeks’ captivity 
with the Chinese being one of the best 
written and most interesting State papers 
‘er composed.

or.” The Boers are substantially the 
descendants of the Dutch immigrants who 
ettled at the Cape of Good Hope under 
Jon Van Riebeck in 1652. They were joined 
by French Huguenots in 1687 and 1689, but 
the latter were soon absorbed. The language 
of the Boers is the so-called Cape Dutob, 
basis of which is the language of Hollan 
with the mixture of numerous Englis 
French, German, and even somo Malay and 
Hottentot words. ‘This is tho ruling idiom in 
the Transvaal and the Orange Republio, and 
of the rural population in the western part of 
the Capo Colony, while lv tho eastern part 
and in Kaffraria aud Port Natal there is more 
English spoken than Datch. Of the entire 
white population of South Africa, which 
nuinbers from 380,000 to 400,000, only about 
25 per cent, are of Englicl wek, while 73 
per cont, belong to the low German race, ant 
‘about two per cent, to other uatioualities, The 
name Boer was first applied to the Dutoh 
colonists by the English on account of their 
agricultural proclivities, and was adopted by 
themselves. 

Ou account of the soarcity of water on the 
South African table-laud tie country would 
support only a thin populatiou, and in conse- 
quence the colonists were obliged to set! 
‘at great distauces from each other, 
impossible a system of popular education, ‘Ihe 
hlldron of the Boers elusoat universally grow 
up in ignorance, Beside this drawback, at 
intervals there como dry years which oblige 
the farmor to dosert hls home and seok water 
and grazing lands for his cattle e 
‘and from this comes a obaraoteristio tondency 
to a wandering life, Under there olroun- 
stances it {a not surprising that the descon- 
daute of the intelligent Dutch settlers should,
